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Catholic About Our Education? 


NCE upon time there was grocery 
store, the old-fashioned kind with gilded 
tile letters glued the window. was grad- 
ually run out business the chain stores. 
Ominously, the gilded letters had been chipped 
off, until only bits dried glue and few 
scratches remained. The once proud trademark 
was gone. The store had lost its identity. 

our Catholic education losing its identity? 
our noble tradition being fribbled and mon- 
opolized “enriched” curriculums and pro- 
supermarket educationalists? our 
education simply being pervaded with the 
subtle poison conformism? 


Modern 


Our trademark, least, remains. still 
brandish gilded crosses from our administra- 
tion buildings. But what extent does the 
shadow the cross bless our curriculum, in- 
tegrate our spiritual life, and influence the 
social welfare our children? What makes 
our education Catholic? 

can’t modern buildings, swimming 
pools, and gymnasiums that make our schools 
Catholic, because then the day school the 
St. Louis Seminary, old mansion with its 
front wall ripped about inch from the rest 
the structure, and minus gymansium, 
not Catholic. Modern fixtures and broad cam- 
puses don’t make for Catholic education, be- 
cause then Boys’ Town, which started 
creaky old house Omaha, was once not 
Catholic. can’t respectable locations, 
because then St. John’s High School, grade 
school, and parish St. Louis, which saw 
its beginning reconverted saloon, was 
one time not Catholic. And who would dare 
call the Cathedral library building Chi- 
cago, thriving center Catholic Action, but 
whose architecture could hardly called, 
“Modern Design,” un-Catholic? 

Peter Maurin, the Catholic said 
that generation ago the clergy were inter-

ested brick and stone churches and not 
homes. Now they are appalled juvenile 
delinquency.” Mr. Maurin may wrong, but 
ter’s Son Galilee who started the first sem- 
inary. not unlikely that His pupils often 
had itching blades grass between their un- 
washed toes, and perhaps sat sticker weed 
now and then. And the sun that beat down 
their fishing boats wasn’t always pleasant. 

course some may object that what Christ 
could not easy for Christ 
were longer the real Rector our colleges, 
the Superintendent all our schools! 
buildings, money, and reputation mean more 
than real Catholic education which opens 
its doors the qualified poor, the capable 
Negro and Japanese, then are acting not 
though forgot Christ, but though 
never knew Him. 

Proper use buildings and fine equipment 
commendable, but should remember that 
just “the body more important than the 
clothes you put it,” education more 
important than wings that 
sleeves, and buildings that are her vesture. 


Knowledge and Science 


Well, knowledge and science make Cath- 
olic education? You will answer that secular 
knowledge and science are relatively unim- 
portant compared the knowledge God 
and His commandments and the love God 
which includes the determination observe 
all the commandments not just those that 
happen convenient rather easy for 
observe. The businessman the profes- 
sional man who hasn’t learned carry his 
cross refusing help others commit 
sin, even when such refusal will reduce his 
income, has not acquired the essentials 
Catholic education, even the principles 
education taught decent pagans. No! Cath- 
olic education, and any education worthy 
being called education, requires more than sec- 
ular knowledge science. 
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The Answer 

Well, what Catholic about our education? 
This where the popes come in, because 
they’ve got the answer. his encyclical, The 
Christian Education Youth, Pope Pius 
tells us: “Education consists essentially 
preparing man for what must and 
here below, order attain the sublime 
end for which was created.” 

tells that education essentially 
social, and not mere individual activity. That 
promoting and defending Catholic education 
important task Catholic Action. That 
“the proper and immediate end Christian 
those regenerated baptism.” 

necessary,” Pope Leo XIII declares, 
“not only that religious instruction given

Sacramental Living 

are “to form Christ Himself” 
everyone cannot separate liturgical life 
sacramental from education, the 
family, Catholic Action, any more than 
can remove leg from three-legged stool. 
For the family education’s first and most 
natural element. And this phase, our day, 
has been the most neglected all. Rather 
than bewail the obvious lack family life, 
let’s take look what might done. 

Family attendance Mass being urged 
many pastors preference “Children’s 
Mass,” which all too frequently provides the 
occasion for the parents’ absence. Family 
prayer being revived, and for this, Prime 
and Compline, the morning and night prayers 
the Church, are highly recommended. These 
are obtainable English pamphlet form 
for few cents, and are especially desirable 
because they provide group singing and par- 
ticipation. When coupled with the rosary, 
these prayers won’t exceed hour. 
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fine example this type family and 
parish life found Holy Trinity Parish 
Casco, Wis. larger feasts one can find the 
Gospel dramatized the homes, and not 
uncommon see children playing “Mass” 
instead “Cowboys and Indians.” 

Monsignor Martin Hellriegel, pastor

Another way make education Catholic, 
not only the home and parish 
education but also the formal school, 
Catholic Action. Ever since Simon Cyrene, 
there have been those who have helped Christ, 
the person priests, carry His cross. 
St. Paul, his letter the Romans, mentions 
thirty laymen name, calling them his 
“helpers Christ Jesus.” 

Pope Pius introduced Catholic Action 
our world that the layman might partici- 
pate the ministry bring Christ all men 
through official, organized, social lay apos- 
tolate “the participation the laity the 

Catholic Action necessary because Chris- 
tianity necessary. needed because the 
human family far too large for priests 
handle alone. The layman can penetrate the 
tavern, the roller rink, and the movie houses. 
has the stenographer his office, and the 
bitter miner his elbow. Our students are 
ripe for Catholic Action. And finally, 
necessary because Pope Pius declared 
March 19, 1931: “Catholic Action not 
merely legitimate and necesary; irreplace- 
able.” Its first principle intense personal 
spiritual formation, and secondarily but 
taneously with this the universal social apos- 
tolate begins function, employing specific 
“cell technique” under the direct authority 
the hierarchy. 

Catholic Action indispensable educa- 
tion because the only means bringing 
Christ back society whence has been 
removed. All our leaders, the preservation 
our heritage and culture, our very civilization 
depends our education. Our only hope 
comes through the doors our schools. And 

_if spirituality not formed there, how pray 
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tell will the miner, the laborer, and the man 
the street ever lift himself from the gutter 
eroticism and emotional confusion? 


Catholic Action School 

What can Catholic Action school? 
can lot! can investigate the student 
relation his studies, his outlook. Does 
use pony?? honest? studying just 
learn how make living does want 
learn how live? Does athletics usurp too 
much time? Does sneak, steal, “bor- 
the students indulge bad conver- 
sation, bring pornographic periodicals into 
the school? individualism present? Are 
there cliques? there race prejudice? the 
school spirit lagging? The religious spirit? For, 
“where there life, there must action; and 
where there Catholic life, there must 
Catholic Action.”

Action can penetrate the class itself, and, 
though this case grade school children are 
involved, can applied elsewhere. group 
children California parochial school 
read copies the Martinette Flash, mimeo- 
graphed newspaper edited Negro children 
less than years old.

accordance with papal aims integration 
into Christ would seem impossible.

Does mean, valedictorians say means 
they thank their God, their Church, and 
their country, that all men, all races are free 
come the “knowledge the truth”?

And yet, many American children are de- 
nied that knowledge “Catholic” schools. 
They are denied because color their 
skin the contours their countenances, 
their speech. 

one semester refused Negro girl admission 
Catholic, mind you) and another semes- 
ter admitted non-Catholic Mohammedan 
girl, because was felt that the social prestige 
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the foreign girl would not cause resentment 
the part its patrons, whereas the pres- 
ence American Negro (though Catholic) 
would. 

The Reverend Leopold Tibesar, Mary- 
knoll priest who spent some twenty years with 
the Japanese people, told many cases 
race discrimination the part Catholics. 
When certain American woman Japanese 
descent went Mass one Sunday she heard 
the pastor vehemently remind Catholics 
their obligation, under pain sin, send 
their children Catholic school. This 
woman presented her child the school 
that parish the next day. She was told that 
there was more room. the following 
Sunday another sermon was given, demanding 
Catholics send their children the school. 
When Father Tibesar investigated, “No Japs 
wanted here” was the answer received. 

The Reverend Austin Bork, S.J., chap- 
lain two Negro nursing schools told 
that many faculties allege the excuse for re- 
fusing Negroes admittance that “the students 
won’t stand for it,” without bothering find 
out from the students whether they stand for 
not. not for the students decide 
the first place. There are innumerable cases 
schools where, once Negroes are accepted 
for period time, there trouble the 
part the students all. St. Louis University 
outstanding example. 

Father Bork also related the case child 
prominent colored woman which was re- 
fused admittance certain Catholic school. 
When the case was directed the Apostolic 
Delegate, insisted that the child 
accepted. 

When one questions the faculty school 
about Negroes, too often they say that they 
would gladly receive them, but the people 
won’t have it. Ah, yes, the people! But when 
you start talking the people about justice 
the Negro, what one the first objec- 
tions they toss you? “Oh yeah?” they 
query. why don’t they let ‘Niggers’ 
our Catholic schools then, huh?” there you 
are. The old vicious circle. 


Leaders 


are too forgetful the fact that, 
Catholics, are minority too, being about 
per cent the population the South, and 
only per cent the whole United States. 
Race prohibitions are the creation white 
Protestant majority. Catholic countries one 
never hears race problems. 

Why should our “Catholic” institutions 
learning lag behind this issue when state 
supported schools are literally more catholic 
accepting Negroes than who bear the 
name? The Sydenham Hospital and Nursing 
School New York interracial. Schools

interracial seminaries are conducted the 
Josephites, the Oblate Fathers, the Holy 
Ghost Fathers, and Sacred Heart Fathers. 
The Salvatorians and Sulpicians. Dominican 
Sisters have opened cloistered convent for 
white and Negro nuns. The Sisters Social 
Service have become interracial. 

Presbyterian minister once asked* me,

received into your Church equal basis?” 

“Hold on!” cried. “You don’t practice 
what you preach, either. There are lots 
Presbyterian churches 
against and segregate Negroes too!”

man emerges from the effects World 
War II, clear that cannot afford 
third. Admittedly, the way peace open, 
but from what going about him 
least doubtful that man will choose it. 
the midst this uncertainty educators 
everywhere are asking how the teaching 
profession and all the facilities our educa- 
tional systems can help foster peaceful 
understanding among rival cultures that may 
seek divide the idealism men which 
necessary the establishment inter- 
national peace. 

1944 the bishops the United States 
prefaced their annual statement with 
acknowledgment the extraordinary effective- 
ness perverted education making possible 
the reality World War II. They emphasized 
how easy was astray our thinking 
and how difficult was adhere sound 
educational philosophy unless men worked 
harmony, seriously and conscientiously. 
Pondering over these statements, the Catholic 
teacher wondering how single nation can 
create the conditions peace, debating 
what single teacher can under the normal 
any single nation culture. 

Here the United States teachers have 
been hopefully watching the progress the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific, and 
Cultural Organization. They were heartened 
the good news that July 30, 1946, 
President Truman had signed the joint resolu- 
tion making the UNESCO program part 
our national educational endeavor. this 
writing countries have now given their 


acceptance ratification UNESCO and. 


several more are the process doing so. 
expected that UNESCO will soon have 
the minimum twenty acceptances required 
its Constitution. The most comprehensive 
international organization ever established for 
cultural understanding and co-operation will, 
therefore, come into existence the near 
future. 

the San Francisco Conference delegates 
gave general support the contention that 
peace among nations must founded co- 
operation and mutual understanding and that 
the United Nations have duty see that 
culture made accessible all men. The 
delegates agreed, likewise, that was the 
duty the United Nations facilitate the 
exchange and dissemination knowledge 
about national and cultural activities. The 
principle organized international co-oper- 
ation cultural matters was made part 
the Charter. 

This was indeed hopeful beginning since 
cultural co-operation received little attention 
the peace conference 1919. Subsequent 
actions the League Nations which 
brought into existence the International In-

stitute Intellectual Co-operation were only 
partial gestures and did not receive world- 
wide support. Although the work the 
International Bureau Education which was 
formed 1929 was good, received the 
support only nations. 

Periodically during World War the 
ministers education governments-in-exile 
London had been meeting with the British 
Minister Education exchange views 
educational needs their various countries 
the postwar period. They studied many 
specific problems reconstruction occu- 
pied countries. Fortunately, this conference 
broadened its discussion include general 
questions future international co-operation 
educational and cultural matters. dis- 
cussed the possibility future international 
organization for education and 1943 active 
steps were taken make such organ- 
ization reality. 1944 the United States 
Department State formally joined the 
group London with its announced intention 
bring into existence soon 
United Nations organization for education 
and cultural reconstruction. 

Following the San Francisco Conference, 
the British and French Governments asso- 
ciation extended behalf the Council 
Allied Ministers Education invitation 
all the governments the United Nations 
beginning November 1945, which would 
take steps establish United Nations organ- 
ization the educational and cultural fields. 
Forty-four countries sent representatives and 
there were six observers from international 
organizations. 

Out this meeting UNESCO emerged 
reality with its seat Paris and with 
charter that set down the objectives the 
organization. The charter laid down 
broad basis for the new organization and 
defined its purposes aiming contribute 
peace and security promoting collabora- 
tion among the nations through education, 
science, and culture order further uni- 
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versal respect for justice, for the rule law, 
and for the human rights and fundamental 
freedoms which are affirmed for the peoples 
the world without distinction race, sex, 
language, religion. The charter provided 
that the new organization was consist 
general conference, executive board, and 
secretariat. The general conference was 
meet annually ordinary session and each 
session the conference will choose different 
location for its next meeting. The first con- 
ference was scheduled meet Paris 
November, 1946. 

Article VII the UNESCO charter pro- 
vides for the organization the member 
nations national commissions which are 
consult with their governments about the 
choice delegates and matters that relate 
the program UNESCO. August 15, 
1946, William Benton, assistant secretary 
state, announced the names the fifty 
national organizations representing” many 
phases American life which 
the national commission the United 
States. The National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference and the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association were named represent 
Catholic interests this important area. 
meeting the fifty organizations was sched- 
uled for the last week September discuss 
the participation the United States the 
UNESCO program. 

the conclusion its sessions the London 
conference organized November, 1945, 
preparatory commission arrange for the 
first general conference UNESCO. Except 
for immediate action, chiefly the nature 
surveys and studies taken the 
early months, all the preparatory com- 
mission’s decisions were tentative. The prelim- 
inary committees worked basic 
premises: first, that UNESCO should concern 
itself with international programs and should 
concerned with national problems and pro- 
grams only their international aspects; and, 
second, that achieve the purposes set forth 
its constitution UNESCO must make the 
fullest possible use existing agencies and 
facilities. 

The teachers our schools are asking some 
practical questions about what UNESCO will 
actually accomplish its program. The an- 
swers the more general type question 
can perhaps found the recommendations 
made the preparatory commission for the 
program undertaken UNESCO. First 
all, UNESCO facilitate the work 
existing international bodies and establish 
co-operative working agreements among them. 
This includes, course, the United Nations 
and other specialized agencies. Next, UNESCO 
convene international conferences 
experts problems that relate its inter- 
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ests. Moreover, facilitate the inter- 
change persons. also suggested that 
should provide extensive field services 
staff members and other experts. agreed 
that should provide central reference serv- 
ices, including bibliographical 
library facilities. Most the supporters 
UNESCO are convinced that the organization 
must undertake certain publications, as, for 
example, Journal International Education 
editorial service. should, likewise, 
provide directories science, learning, and 
the arts. Moreover, might very well 
award prizes for outstanding contributions 
various fields.

undertake, according present proposals, 
studies the problems constructive re- 
vision textbooks. will endeavor en- 
courage international understanding through 
youth clubs and through youth service proj- 
ects. will certainly have committee 
educational statistics. expected that 
will promote conferences such subjects 
adult education, teacher training, and inter- 
national relations and the equivalence 
degrees. 

Concurrently with the general conference 
UNESCO Paris there will held the 
French capital series educational, scien- 
tific, and cultural demonstrations under the 
name UNESCO Month. These events will 
begin October and continue through the 
month November. circular letter the 
United States Department State has en- 
couraged schools and educational organizations 
the United States keep the observance 
UNESCO Month order that may empha- 
size that mutual understanding among peoples 
will contribute peace and security, and that 
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may show how UNESCO can help pro- 
mote mutual understanding. The schools 
our nation are asked stress UNESCO during 
American Education Week and focus at- 
tention the need understand the com- 
mon problems humanity. Churches, li- 
braries, the radio, the press, and magazines 
are encouraged participate UNESCO 
Month and make the existence and the 
goals the new organization familiar the 
American people. 

What UNESCO can and what can 
promote sound concept international 
understanding and good will largely the 
hands the teaching profession the United 
States. The teachers the United States 
have the opportunity through our national 
commission speak their mind and assist 
UNESCO hold fast its first goal, the 
achievement peace. will the teaching 
profession that can keep UNESCO aimed 
toward its goal remaining the alert and 
fighting off all tendencies take the new 
organization off pursuit nebulous ideals 
that have real relation its essential task. 


Learning About Occupations 


HIS project was conducted over period 
six weeks with class sopho- 
mores, each whom participated. 

The phase guidance known “Occupa- 
tions” makes suitable choice for correlation 
with English because serves 
purpose: namely, acquaints the student with 
various fields work; provides adequate 
material for English, such oral expression, 
written themes, book reports, interviews, busi- 
ness letters, script writing, radio announcing, 
and innumerable other items; finally, serves 
guidance purpose that aids the student 
make intelligent choice for his future 
life’s work. 

Teachers share the responsibility “edu- 
cate the whole child.” This true all 
times; hence applicable every subject 
the curriculum. prepare for future 
life definitely part educating the whole 
child. fitted for future life, the child 
must fulfill his obligations this life. 
part the guidance director’s duty assist 
the child see where his “duties” this 
respect lie. use his talents the proper 
sphere and follow the work profession 
for which best suited, the student must 
have some general knowledge occupations. 
specific course occupations cannot 
given high school, then such information

serves this purpose well, experience has 
proved. Here the plan used. 


The Teacher’s Plan 


facilitate the organization material, 
chose certain broad fields occupations; 
and the students, divided into committees 
five seven, worked some phase 
definite occupation. is.to remembered 
that attempt was made make ex- 
haustive study any one occupation. Rather 
the student was instructed explore oc- 
cupation, assemble facts, and get over- 
all view certain broad fields. 

The particular group students involved 
this experiment had knowledge whatso- 
ever “occupations,” nor, for that matter, 
did they know the meaning “functioning 
guidance program.” The first instruction, there- 
fore, consisted solely introducing them 
the work studying occupation. Accord- 
ingly, several broad fields were suggested 
starting points, and the students were free 
choose any one which they were particularly 
interested. For example: journalism, aero- 
nautics, religious vocations, business occupa- 
tions, medicine, and miscellaneous occupations 
such dramatics, photography, advertising, 
and teaching were among the suggestions 
many which were made the students 
themselves. 


Each student selected one occupation 
study and the minimum requirements were 
laid before the class the very outset. 
accomplished anything additional, however, the 
student was accorded extra credit. While 
helpful hints were given, there was not any 
strict rule accomplishing the assignment. 
What the importance the work? Its 
nature? Working conditions? Personal quali- 
fications? Preparation needed? Opportunities 
for advancement? Compensations? Advan- 
tages? Disadvantages? These were few 
the “leads” that would suggest “method 
investigation” the young research workers. 

The expectations were then laid before the 
students enable them prepare their re- 
ports accordingly. Each student would 
responsible for: 

outline his findings, including 
bibliography 

oral report his subject 

business letter which actually 
mailed, together with the reply from the firm 

book report pertinent his topic 

written theme, embodying all the in- 
formation gleaned from any his sources. 
The rules spelling, punctuation, sentence 
structure, paragraphying, and accuracy 
recording his findings received serious con- 
sideration here. 

chairman was appointed the respon- 
sible member each respective group. 
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definite date was assigned specifying the day 
which each oral report would fall due. 
The chairman acted master ceremonies 
for his group and all followed the laws 
parliamentary procedure. The class was free 
question each speaker his topic. Ques- 
tions related the topic which the speaker 
was unable answer were “looked up” and 
answered his written theme due later 
date. Business letters before being mailed 
were submitted the teacher for approval. 
Book reports were permitted given 
any form: namely, skit, broadcast, play, 
narration. These were due four weeks. 


Correlation and Socialization 


All these instructions and the general plan 
the project were presented the students 
during the course the first week. Written 
home assignments and class discussions all 
were limited the topic occupations. 
Subsequent English lessons were based 
some phase reporting, letter writing, library 
and encyclopedia usage, construction oral 
reports, methods research, proper ways 
interview, and any other related occupational 
topics. 

Monday, one week after the assigned 
project was explained, chart was posted 
the classroom bulletin board. this chart 
were listed the names the class members 
together with the required work expected 
each student. Opposite each student’s name 
were eight columns entitled: “Topic,” “Busi- 
ness Letter,” “Interview,” Report,” 
“Book Review,” “Written Theme,” “Miscel- 
laneous,” and respectively. the 
student completed each unit work, re- 
ceived recognition for the chart. This 
enabled the entire class observe the progress 
each person, and contributed greatly 
enthusiastic competition, which resulted 
exceptionally fine work individual cases. 

Each column formed basis for unit 
work English; for example, the business 
letters composed the students were sub- 
ject class criticism and discussion and cor- 
rection before being mailed. soon the 
business firm replied, the student received 
recognition for his completion this unit 
the chart. enable him systematic 
research, the student was instructed how 
use available material the library, namely, 
the Occupational Index, Educational Index, 
and bibliographies which compiled prep- 
aration for the experiment. prepare for 
actual interview, which each student was 
request some person connected with the 
occupation was studying, sample interviews 
were dramatized the English class volun- 
teer members. Some students preferred 
instead single interview. Such 
originality was encouraged. 


The Students’ Originality 


For the oral reports, each speaker was 
limited five and requested speak for 
least two minutes. Some students gave illus- 
trated talks, using projects their own 
making, show some point importance; 
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others gave original quizzes their topics; 
few distributed bibliographies their own 
well material they had obtained 
writing various firms. Hardly any two 
speakers used the same method presenta- 
tion. Questions following the talks often 
originated interesting and involved discus- 
sions, which one occasion led class 
debate. Book reports took interesting turn 
when the students gave them the form 
skits, radio programs, dialogues, 
views. The time limit prevented the delivery 
all reports; however six were given orally 
while the others were posted for the rest 
the class peruse. 

The “miscellaneous” column provided space 
for the youthful research workers give vent 
their innate desire “do something 
ent.” The boy, for example, whose topic was 
brought class model planes his own 
making explain various intricacies the 
construction itself and illustrate accurately 
the manner recognition planes. The girl 
who chose discuss drama presented 
miniature stage with figures represent the 
different points she wished make. “In- 
formation Please” program based one 
student’s study Dictionary Occupational 
Titles provided entertainment well in- 
formation. all the assignments nothing that 
smacked poor English careless organiza- 
tion was accepted. The spirit competition 
was keen that members the class them- 
selves would the first detect grammatical 
errors any other deviation from English 
perfection, and prohibit the display such 
contributions. 


Occupational Exhibit 


the project progressed, the classroom 
took the appearance “Occupational 
Display Hall.” Projects and posters based 
various professions and occupations decorated 
the bulletin boards and display tables. 
wealth material obtained 
representing the different industries 
lized the students clarify details their 
respective occupations. was amazed the 
ingenuity individual students whose projects 
were made especially effective the making 
illustrative constructions. For example, the 
student who chose “Personnel Aviation” 
erected miniature airport which were 
placed tiny figures labeled according their 
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positions. The girl who wrote music cop. 
structed table-size diagram show the 
seating arrangement symphonic orchestra 
with players. These were placed small 
blocks wood and each was designated 
according the instrument played. 

Other features which held special appeal 
for well for the students were the 
original radio programs sponsored 
teer class members who wished stress the 
importance the value the occupation 
which they were working presenting 
skits, quizzes, and competitive programs, 
Days advance the blackboard poems 
colored chalk announced that the 
Wrong; Right” program would held 
certain time, and the sponsors would 
hint high lights that other class members 
should know order eligible for the 
prizes they would offer. 


Students’ Evaluations 


Perhaps would more effective the 
students themselves told how the project 
“occupations” introduced them the im- 
portance and value fundamentals English, 
and, the same time laid before them 
panorama occupations acquainting them 
with wealth hitherto unknown facts 
the most common fields work. 

“In English this month learned very much 
about several fields occupations. One thing, 
though, feel that have grasped unques- 
tionably the correct form for worth-while 
business letter. Although had hazy notion 
about the requisites, feel that having actually 
done the thing and received answer 
hesitant about writing one now.” 

“From the project occupations have 
learned much, not only about the occupations 
themselves, but about parliamentary law, 
business letters, public speaking, and arranging 
paragraphs written theme. From collecting 
information own topic, “The Industrial 
Chemist,” learned far more than had 
anticipated, and really enjoyed doing the 
research.” 

“These projects, based occupations, 
our English class have really blended act 
teacher themselves. They have taught 
particularly the value learning correct 
English, money, time, and work. fact, 
actually have been helped selection 
profession. was amazed the number 
good books that had not even known 
about. was also astounded the require- 
ments for the various professions priest, 
teacher, and medical doctor. Indeed, 
have never felt that derived much prac- 
tical information from any other single mark- 

For own part, too have learned many 
things from the experiment. Practical applica- 
tion English principles, which too often are 
only abstract rules, can the means pro- 
viding genuine treat for the teacher herself 
and doing untold good for the students.

Activities the School

Auditorium Programs: extend and 
enrich the educational experiences the class- 
room.

Extracurricular Activities: The various 
Scout organizations, orchestra, classes in- 
strumental music, Junior Red Cross clubs, 
basketball, baseball, and touch football. 

Special Services: our disposal are the 
county guidance clinic; the school doctor, 
nurse, and dental hygienist; the welfare 
counselor, the family service, and the chil- 
dren’s service. 

Principal’s Actual Teaching: actual 
participation classroom teaching the prin- 
cipal learns know the child the 
classroom, and over longer period time 
than any one teacher. Thus equipped 
help teachers appraise individual growth 
and advise concerning needs, 
etc. 

Principal’s Playground Experience: 
planned but seemingly informal contacts with 
pupils the playground. 


Activities the Teacher 
The techniques employed each teacher 
constitute individual group guidance. Each 
has its advantages and supplements the other. 


Individual Guidance 


Techniques for studying and 
individual pupils include: 

Cumulative Records: Use the pupil’s 
guidance folder (including mental and achieve- 
ment tests, health record, personal data, etc.) 
for appraisal and adjustment. 

Nurse Conferences: help interpret 
health deviations; help select pupils for 
specialized health examinations; request 
home calls; arrange needed nurse-pupil 
conferences.

Pupil Conferences: analyze individual 
interests, abilities, and needs; discuss 
problems affecting the welfare the child 
and aid their solution; help the pupil 
achieve his goals. 

Case Studies: interpret better 
outstanding maladjusted individual; guide 
him making proper adjustment; for oc- 
casional use means studying detail 
the interests, abilities, and needs indi- 
vidual pupil. 

Tests: Psychiatric tests obtain the 
advice specialist psychiatry concern- 
ing mentally, emotionally, and/or socially 
maladjusted pupil. (The psychiatric specialist, 
usually, provided the county guidance 
clinic). Standardized and informal tests 
obtain information relating individual’s 
mental ability, achievement various sub- 
ject areas, study skills, learning progress, etc. 


Group Guidance 


General information which will help all 
the pupils solve their problems and make 
necessary desirable adjustments may 
imparted through various group activities. 

General Health Activities: guide the 
pupils acquiring retaining the physical 
and mental health necessary for happy, use- 
ful, and wholesome life and developing 
well-integrated personalities. The accompany- 
ing table sets forth survey the physical 
health needs particular school. 

promote good mental health, each 
teacher should provide the proper environ- 
ment, right activities, advice, and instruction 
promote: feeling security, adequacy, 
and affection—a sense belonging the 
group, etc.; individual recognition; worth- 
while interests and recreation; self-confidence; 
emotional stability, balance, and moderation; 
adjustment other individuals; and sense 
humor. 

Auditorium Programs: School assemblies 
provide opportunity practicing good 
auditorium conduct, which pupils should learn 
carry over everyday living such forms 
school spirit, loyalty, co-operation, self- 
control, tolerance, respect for superiors, etc. 
They also tend establish feeling be- 
longing and provide opportunities for intelli- 
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gent planning and sharing experiences, They 
stimulate self-expression oral, written, 
dramatic. Participation such group 
ties develops poise, especially when teachers 
use them apply the principles diction 
voice modulation, enunciation, expression, 
posture, etc. 

Citizenship: Good citizenship for 
and adult life taught directly and indirectly, 
emphasis world attitudes and com. 
munity service the study history, 
phy, current events, etc. The whole course 
study and the various informational materials 
brought into the classroom have 
citizenship. And citizenship practiced 
the pupils through citizenship clubs; thrift 
campaigns, safety campaigns; public-service 
activities such buying and selling bonds, 
Christmas seals, etc.; safety patrols; and 
various cadet organizations. 

Athletics: All athletic activities provide 
especially good opportunities for fruitful 
guidance. 

Character Training: All the activities 
the school may utilized develop those 
interests, appreciations, and 
character which result and 
wholesome behavior. 

Orientation: Special series talks, par- 
ticularly the beginning semesters. These 
are especially important the kindergarten 
level, for those entering the first grade, and 
for those beginning departmentalized pro- 
gram. similar guidance service provided 
the end the elementary school course 
prepare the pupils for high school. This in- 
cludes advice choosing the proper high 
school course given co-operation with rep- 
resentatives the high school. 

Curricular Experiences: All classes can 
lead the pupils think critically; and assist 
them acquiring basic facts and skills needed 
and contributing, members 
society. 

Human Relations Classes: Each class 
the seventh and eighth grade has two regularly 
scheduled classes per week, minutes 
each, for social and moral guidance. Some 
the subjects discussed are: 

Courtesy, motivated thoughtfulness 
others public places such the theater, 
streetcar, restaurant, street, playground; 
home; the homes friends; making 
introductions. 

Tolerance. Discussions are based radio 
and newspaper articles, brotherhood week, etc. 

Getting Along School:

activities. 

Personality and Character: Why some 
people are admired and some disliked; how 
improve one’s personality; truthfulness, 
cheating, dependability, honesty; difference be- 
tween “tattling” and justifiable reporting 
delinquencies.

The Preamble 


The preamble the Constitution the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organization (abbreviated 
UNESCO) states five reasons for establish- 
ing the organization and affirms its faith 
three tenets basis for developing and 
increasing the means communication 
among peoples promote their mutual 
understanding. consequence these 
five reasons and the three tenets its 
faith, UNESCO established using educa- 
tional, scientific, and cultural means 
achieve the purposes the United Na- 
tions; namely, international peace and the 
common welfare mankind. 

but natural that war and future 
wars should the minds the men

who framed the Constitution UNESCO, 
The promotion international good 
more complete mutual understanding 
among people, international peace, the 
world-wide diffusion ideas and knowl- 
edge were always desideratum 
among men. The Roman Enmpire, the 
British Empire, especially since the devel- 
opment the dominion idea, and, su- 
premely, Medieval Christendom 
practical realizations what must more 
completely achieved the doctrine the 
brotherhood man under the Fatherhood 
God become living reality. 

The first the five reasons given for 
the organization UNESCO has, vir- 
tue its epigrammatic quality, become 
part the language. may become too 
easy repeat and may forget what 
would impress us. Here is: 


Since wars begin the minds men, 
the minds men that the de- 
fenses peace must constructed. 


This reinforced the second reason 
which explains that ignorance the ways 
others live has been throughout the 
“history mankind” cause the sus- 
picion and mistrust which leads war. 
And the third reason applying World 
War great and terrible war which 
has made possible the 
ignorance and prejudice, which substituted 
the doctrine the inequality men and 
races for the democratic principle the 
dignity, equality, and mutual respect 
men. Laying aside for the moment the 
need for clarification the word equality 
—remembering our own Declaration 
Independence the basic causes war 
here are ignorance and prejudice and 
these that must attacked. should 
like, however, have had something said 
about ill for the promise, re- 
membered Christmastide, was for peace 
earth men good will.

For the reasons, therefore, building 
the defenses peace the minds 
men all nations, removing ignorance 
and prejudice, diffusing culture widely, 
and building securely the intellectual 
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and moral solidarity mankind, 
States organizing UNESCO are determined 
develop and increase the means 
communication promoting mutual knowl- 
edge and mutual understanding among 
people. And this increase the means 
communication based faith (1) 
the full and equal opportunities for edu- 
cation for all, (2) the unrestricted pur- 
suit objective truth, and, (3) the 
free exchange ideas and knowledge.

All these 
forms censorship exist our American 
society today, and all should continue, pri- 
marily because the Old Adam man 
and secondly because the social effects 
individual emotions and the 
will.

For edu- 
cation may good evil. Fagin 
can use for his purposes, Hitler, 
Goebbels can use for the very under- 
mining the total civilization.

This they must 
distinguish from self-indulgence, from 
vicarious immorality. 

They must understand and help judges 
understand that, because work has 
literary charm, everything not neces- 
sarily matter what smut, 
obscenity, lewdness really contains. 
Smut smut, matter what its literary 
environment atmosphere. fact, the 
work has literary charm, judges have held 
couldn’t “obscene.” What has been 
called the theory judicial 
censorship slowly moving toward toler- 
ance the positively Local com- 
mittees national groups like the Legion 
Decency can effective work this 
field, they about their work 
intelligently.

Years ago, 
motivation and training written expression 
were included the aims; however, today 
not rely upon our examinations for 
training written composition. Why 
necessary then, measure the achievement 
pupils? The question needs answer. Why 
religious check their spiritual progress? 
ascertain any progress life, there must 
comparisons. The standardized tests that 
your superintendent sends you are media 
through which conclusions, not comparisons, 
are made. fault found with textbooks, 
which often are the main channels instruc- 
tion, then the superintendent has right 
investigate this weakness. the connois- 
seur, who makes graphic chart the various 
grade norms the schools his system. The 
resultant norms may similar the schools 
and, these norms could higher, the school 
executive wants know why. The cause, ex- 
cluding poor teaching, might due in- 
adequate texts used.

That many teachers dislike the use 
standardized tests imposed upon them an- 
nually and sometimes semiannually ex- 
ceptional thing.

The lack norms 
standards involved the technique written 
examinations proper ought inspire reluctant 
teachers abandon the traditional method 
testing and welcome more the standardized 
batteries.

Most achieve- 
ment batteries are survey-type tests rather 
than diagnostic tests proper; however, the 
former may and should reliable enough for 
diagnosis among various school subjects but 
not within any subject-matter area. 


Guidance Value Tests

Whatever past prejudices one may have 
for the annual report norms the super- 
intendent, there still remain many good

Other types analysis 
generalizations might gathered from these 
data, particularly the profile chart intended 
help the teacher understand each pupil 
individual.

Whether general, particular, guidance 
may educational, personal, and vocational 
character. the giving supervisory 
advice oversight individuals and groups.

hear perfectly. This because are 
normally endowed with more hearing than 
need for daily use. And not hear all 
the fainter sounds connected with human 
activity the smaller murmurings nature, 
may unaware the fact. usually 
when the human voice becomes indistinct that 
become aware lowered hearing acuity 
ourselves certain children with whom 
deal. that time the victims may 
beyond hope cure. Deafness that appears 
after birth and after normal acquisition 
speech and language often makes insidious 
approach. And too often progresses with 
the years, especially when neglected. 


Use the Audiometer 


This modern mechanical age has given 
instruments for measuring 
practically every physical function. How large 
part these play the prevention many 
the ills life apparent late years 
the lowered incidence many types in- 
firmity. The use the audiometer the 
schools the country for the detection and 
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measurement childhood hearing defects will 
become more widespread appreciation 
the evil propensities deafness children 
permeates the social consciousness parents, 
teachers, principals, superintendents fact, 
all persons connected with the training 
youth. these are able envision the ap- 
palling cost neglected citi- 
zenship, earning power, mental and 
spiritual health, human happiness the 
work prevention through periodic school 
surveys will grow. 

Prevention, course, covers more than 
finding the hard-of-hearing child. covers 
also prompt and adequate medical attention. 
And, where this fails, covers compensatory 
educational facilities. Nevertheless, the first 
ginning slight deafness yet taken 
the majority our parochial schools.

poor speller, the stumbling reader, the child 
slow respond. she realizes that deafness 
often masquerades under the guise stu- 
pidity, she will hesitate question the in- 
telligence any child until she has ascertained 
the condition his ears. And she will mis- 
trust the integrity I.Q. obtained under 
ordinary conditions where she has reason 
suspect the hearing. The alert teacher will 
consider possibly lowered hearing acuity 
the speech defective child who may imi- 
tating faithfully what hearing im- 
perfectly. Extreme shyness overaggressive- 
ness, the latter the child struggling hold 
what considers his rightful place among 
his fellows, will excite her suspicions and, 
least until the hearing has been investigated, 
she will spare those who exhibit these and 
other undesirable traits the humiliation pos- 
sible unmerited reprimands. Moreover, this 
teacher will waste time seeking audio- 
metric tests and, where needed, encouraging 
far she able adequate follow- 
up. What her procedure? 

the majority our larger towns and 
cities, and even many smaller communities, 
teachers have fairly easy access these days 
trained and experienced investigators who will 
ascertain the presence absence defective 
hearing and, where present, its exact degree. 
This and the medical follow-up usually may 
obtained through the school nurse, the 
district social worker, the nearest school 
audiometrist.

Then there the third group who preen 
themselves they put the title progres- 
sives, whether they warrant the name not. 
They have very nice sounding slogan, “Let 
the punishment fit the crime.”

Why Punish 


Day after day have the question put 
something punish the youngster. pay 
strict attention the punishment, 
danger forgetting the child and the moral 
issues involved. The townspeople became 
interested Eugene’s punishment that they 
forgot about the poor cat. What want 
with the child who has made mistake 
have that child profit from his mistake. Pun- 
ishment meant impress upon him that 
has done wrong and deter him from re- 
peating the error. This same punishment does 
not necessarily impress upon the child why 
what did was considered wrong. 

the average situation want the child 
learn why society consider what 
has done the incorrect thing, and, second, 
want the child learn from his mistakes. 
the child gets the notion “he can get away 
with things,” the path becoming 
person whose moral sense blunted. When 
that happens, the child begins center things 
around himself. must his way not 
all. always first surprised and then 
annoyed with the pupil who remarks calmly, 
“But it’s the first and equally 
surprised and more annoyed with the teacher 
who, coming the boy’s aid, thoughtless 
say, “It’s his first offense. won’t 
again.” will again unless con- 
vinced that doesn’t pay! take case 
illustration, let see what should 
with the “cutter.” just say, “Don’t 
again,” will do.it again the next time 
tempted. can convince him that “cutting 
doesn’t pay” won’t cut again. impress 
upon him this attitude, told that must 
first prepare the current day’s homework, then 
must do, written exercise, the work 
that was planned for the class that day and 
then must some extra work punish- 
ment. soon sees that doing more work 
than would have had had at- 
tended the class. From adult view “Crime 
does not pay!” The youngster must con- 
vinced this. will learn quickest the 


school experience. 


Reform the Culprit 


For many years the teachers the secular 
schools have been denied the use corporal 
punishment. There are those who bemoan that 
fact. little research will show any doubting 
Thomas that matter how severe the punish- 
ment might branding, tar and 
feathering, exiling, execution, there are 
always those who will willing take 
chance. When bully creates disturbance 
class, there always the human desire 
give him dose his own medicine. That 
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seems fit the idea, the punishment 
fit the crime.” That is, does paper, but 
will not necessity work real life. 
many cases such treatment would make the 
boy more bitter, more sullen, and more 
problem than was before your cure. Why? 
Because the original acts were evidence 
definite maladjustment and the maladjustment 
has been made worse. Their reaction physi- 
cal punishment but one symptom some- 
thing down deep that needs adjustment. That 
something the boy’s respect for the rights 
others. have objection the use 
force cause pupil desist when caught 
the act. But for the boy who reports three 
the afternoon, absorbs his “forty lashes” 
punishment, and then walks home feeling, 
“So what,” for that boy the punishment has 
failed hit the causative agent.. 

dealing with wrongdoers one usually 
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successful one has the boy analyze what 
has done and prods him mentally until 
jockeyed into position from which 
cannot escape admitting that did wrong. 
That course takes time and patience, but 
from that point may build solid 
foundation truth until get the boy 
see where made the mistake that led his 
wrongdoing. often the case that other 
boys are involved, that there was flash 
adolescent temper, better, adolescent 
grouch, honest misunderstanding. 

the boy can lead analyze his own 
case, put his finger the cause his wrong- 
doing, and then led the realization 
what society expects him similar situa- 
tions, well started the road good 
-citizenship and did not have have his 
“pate cracked” made cognizant the 
situation. 


Poetry for Punishment 


THE museum educational antiquities, 
monstrosities, and absurdities there are 

many quaint matters fix the erring eye but 
none more quaint than the practice assign- 
ing poetry for punishment merit-demerit 
system. 

“Twenty lines the ninth hour,” ‘says Arti- 
ficially Outraged Authority Careless Ado- 
lescence. And the ninth hour, Adolescence 
drags its feet Detention—a Place, 
Thing, Time, Room, Person, Atmos- 
phere use gossamer scrub rag, 
make sausage out meadow larks, drudg- 
ery out dreams. 

For poetry has been given the soul 
man that somehow for the moment its 
being him might find fire, voice, escape, 
wonder, vicarious experience, the glory the 
imperfect, solace, that might exchange 
new lamps for old. 

And the proper teaching poetry, the 
building the bridge from dreamland, 
art difficult that great teachers literature 
must come with humility lest they fail, 
and, teaching perhaps momentary informa- 
tion, they ruin lifetime taste. The well- 
taught poetry lesson will provide the student 
with readiness language and experience; will 
bring the poem singing tongues, rous- 
ing voices, lilting tones; will lead the wan- 
derer through wonderland though the poet 
himself were the guide; and then shut the 
door gently. The atmosphere must one 
creative joy, spontaneous freedom. And, don’t 
too hasty say, “But that isn’t the way 
teach it.” Because that isn’t the way, the 
probabilities are that you are doing pretty 
destructive job pity the poor class! 

For the proper teaching poetry, then, 
need certain class atmosphere, sensitive 
and understanding teacher, careful procedure. 

But does poetry for punishment provide 
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these? Scarcely so. The “jug” academic 
jail. The companions are academic jailbirds. 
The superviser for the moment not teacher 
but jailer; the intent, not pleasure but punish- 
ment; the preparation, zero minus; the pro- 
gression, flat, stale, and unprofitable; and the 
time stolen from the hours pleasure. One 
would hard put discover anything 
right about the whole deal. 

65-year-old friend mine, sensitive, in- 
telligent, cultured, educated, and otherwise ap- 
parently normal will with slight provocation 
deliver tirade against poetry. “Poetry 
hate the says. “What’s the good 
it, anyway?” 

didn’t discover this case prove 
point, but does. friend attended paro- 
chial school half century ago and was forced 
memorize poetry for punishment. can 
still repeat the whole Snowbound, and 
hates venomously. brings back the sting 
stupid; the classroom after school hours, with 
the other kids yelling outside; and all the rest. 

use wrong devices secure conformity 
rules uneconomical; ruin tastes for life 
tragic. 

adolescence must guided into the 
better ways the discipline memory 
which supposition itself and view the 
development improved understanding 
child nature greatly suspect then cer- 
tainly there are other matters which are avail- 
able for memory which offer less possibility

Unquestionably, for what are educating 
youth more important than just educating. 
members the Church’s teaching staff, 
Catholic teachers are pledged educate their 
students other Christs. Catholic youth 
formed into other Christs that 
may thereby the present century what 
Christ did His. The immediate problem 
for the teacher how can students formed 
into other Christs? The task admittedly 
Utopian did not know that who gave 
the command “as perfect the heavenly 
Father perfect” has also provided way 
attain this high standard perfection. 
The Church offers the liturgy the essential 
means for molding the true perfect 
Christian. remains for teachers recognize 
the liturgy necessary means attaining 
the end Catholic education and perceive 
its role forming other Christs. 

Christ was born among men order 
sanctify men. brought this task His 
example, His doctrine, His prayer, and His 
sacrifice. that all men, and not just His 
contemporaries might have equal opportunity 
for sanctification established His Church. 
this Church entrusted the same mission 
that was His, together with the same means 
accomplishing it. Thereby, for all time, 
God committed the work man’s sanctifi- 
cation His Church. the Church 
that men every century can find Christ’s 
example, Christ’s doctrine, Christ’s prayer, 
and Christ’s sacrifice. The Church the ex- 
tension Christ into time. the Mystical 
Body Christ. only incorporation 
into this Body that man becomes Christified 


and thereby attains the standard per- 


fection demanded for salvation. 

Baptism initiates man into the supernatural 
life. Through baptism man made capable 
life far surpassing his natural life. But this 
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supernatural life must properly nourished 
man display this supernaturalism 
all his actions. There need simple 
means constantly increasing the growth 
supernatural life within man. The Church 
supplies this means its liturgy. 

Father Augustine Baker, Benedictine writer 
the early seventeenth century, makes the ob- 
servation that “the disciples our Lord never 
asked any instructions, but how pray, for 
that being once had, all other good things are 
consequently had.” Man’s sanctification, that 
the perfection that supernatural life given 
him baptism, effected prayer and the 
sacraments. The faithful know 
Church supplies the sacraments which are 
needed for the increase supernatural life 
within them. But not all are aware that the 
same Church teaches, what also neces- 
sity, the kind prayer that 
common, ordinary people. 

Under the guidance the Holy Spirit the 
Church has instituted method for making 
souls like Christ. This method designated 
the liturgical cycle more simply the 
Church’s year. actively participating 
the Church’s year, the faithful share all 
the mysteries Christ’s life. The prayer 
life the Mystical Body constructed

Speed Tests Reading 
Dunne 


Perhaps few problems facing the elementary 
teacher and the teacher high school English 
are more pressing than the problem 
helping students improve their rate speed 
and comprehension reading. 

article, “How Well You Read?” 
Reader’s Digest, condensed from Liberty, and 


“How Read Better and Faster,” 


Science Digest, condensed from book the 
same title Norman Lewis, attest the 
concern the general reading public over the 
truth that most adults are not efficient readers. 

Students who not read reasonably well 
are school failures and their later mental 
life will range little beyond the comic strips 
and the sport society sections the daily 


paper. 
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Several years ago conceived the idea 
having each student evaluate the year’s 
English course the end the term 
emphasizing what felt was greatest value 
him. quote from two the papers: 
liked those speed tests you gave every once 
while. wish we’d have had them oftener. 
I’m slow reader and think they helped 
lot.” think next year the freshmen would 
like you gave more speed tests. They’re 
really practical.” 

Acting upon these candid suggestions, 
resolved last fall give speed test ap- 
proximately every two weeks. The results have 
been most gratifying. Below are the records 
two freshman students, one, particularly 
slow reader last September. You will notice 
that even comparatively rapid readers make 
decided and usually proportionate gains.

Riches because the material varied 
and the number words each selection has 
been counted. However, any supplementary 
reading text would do. few accurate students 
might asked count the words number 
selections.

Before begin each speed test, ask the 
students recall the recommendation for in- 
creasing reading speed contained Mr. Lewis’ 
article which read and discussed Sep- 
tember.

The principle, briefly, this: Read 
perfectly comfortable. Soon that slightly faster 
rate becomes comfortable and then the 
normal rate. once again accelerate just 
comes comfortable and fully productive 
complete comprehension. Eventually, prac- 
tice goes methodically but intelligently, the 
normal rate can increase amazingly. 

The method giving speed test simple. 
Having reviewed briefly the technique for 
increasing reading speed, remind the students 
that they read I’ll record the board the

Teen-Age Girls Need Athletics 
Sister Ellen, 


Adolescence probably the most discussed 
and the least understood phase our journey 
eternity. one were give life long 
enough which read all the weighty vol- 
umes which have been written this subject, 
would doubtless emerge with but two cer- 
tain notions: time physical change 
and growth, and time emotional instabil- 
ity. Although every adolescent requires indi- 
vidual handling, the rare exception who 
does not benefit from school program 
organized athletics. This has long been recog- 
nized among Catholic educators boys; but 
only recently has complete athletic program 
found its way into our Catholic for 
girls. complete athletic program mean 
not merely weekly gym period, but year- 
round schedule extracurricular sports activ- 
ities. The effect such program upon the 
physical and moral development girls has 
been obviously worth while warrant, 
though doesn’t always receive, complete en- 
couragement and co-operation from other de- 
partments the school. 

important that this program care- 
fully supervised its effect the teen agers’ 
physical development wholly bene- 
many young people some muscles 
and organs grow more slowly than others. This 
uneveness growth could result serious 
harm strenuous athletic program were 
undertaken rashly. However, with trained per- 
sonnel forestall such dangers, there 
nothing fear and much benefit 
expected. 

You may know girls high school age who 
play excellent basketball and yet, your 
opinion, are very awkward. consoled with 
the thought how much clumsier they would 
have been without that accomplishment. 
Those same muscles which can with lightning 
precision drop clean shot into the basket, 
with casual ease place badminton bird the 
far corner the court just inside the line, 
will find delicate teacups much easier 
handle. Those sure-footed legs sudden, 
amazing length, which move quickly and 
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yet stop accurately the border line the 
court, will know grace and co-ordination 
denied ordinary adolescent legs. Those 
wrists and hands, which can keep tiny cel- 
luloid ball bouncing ten-foot table 
rapidly that becomes just white blur with 
sound effects, will prove far less subject 
the chronic affliction youth, the dropsy. 

far greater value than the physical con- 
trol and grace which sports can develop 
girls the healthy effect they have high- 
strung emotions. sense justice and fair 
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play, self-control and co-operation bound 
result from these activities. The scrupulous 
observance the rules the game makes 
easier accept rules the game life, The 
subjection the interests the individual 
those the team develops spirit give 
and take which can prove invaluable win- 
ning that game life. 

Moreover, many young people develop 
violent distate for study this period their 
lives, and their listless rebellious attitude 
contribution the pleasant atmosphere 
any class.

Litany for Christmas 
Choral Reading for Upper Grades High School 


One the most effective ways celebrat- 
ing the great events the liturgical year 
the classroom observance which every stu- 
dent has the opportunity participate 
actively. Choral reading has double virtue 
such observance. First, gives the 
young “cell” the Mystical Body practical 
unity with others, and second, provides 
mode expression which can used 
large group, and includes variety voices 
and characters. There are few “solo” parts, 
and therefore everyone has equal chance 
take part. 

presenting the following choral reading 
the classroom auditorium, the readers 
are divided into three groups according 
voice pitch and quality medium, 
and dark. Those the light group should 
chosen the high pitch voice, 
thin, somewhat nasal voice medium pitch. 
The medium voices are “thicker” quality 
and lower pitch, about five tones. The dark 
group includes very low heavy voices. 
the readings are done group boys 
and girls, the girls with high and medium 
pitched voices are classed light; girls with 
low voices and boys with high voices 
medium; and boys with low voices dark. 
good test for determining voice pitch and 
color have the student read few lines 
from some unfamiliar prose paragraph. The 
reading tone then may tested piano 
pitch, merely relatively. 

The presentations choral readings 
religious character, such the following, 
should made such way that the student 
will grasp the idea that they are little prayers 
such thoughts any one them might think 
looks the picture the great event 
taking place.

Projects Religion 


Sister Agnes Cecilia, 


Are religious teachers aware the re- 
sponsibility that ours when stand before 
Christ’s little ones the classroom? make 
religion part the lives our pupils should 
our constant endeavor. must make 
vital and alive that the children will, even 
unconsciously, recognize religion the most 
important thing life. accomplish this, 
going consider today four points which 
think will help give religion the promi- 
nence which belongs it: mental prayer, 
dramatization, storytelling, and preparation 
the teacher. 

Our aim the religion class form the 
minds the children Christ’s life and their 
conduct Christian ways life. must 
make religion practical for them. Children 
learn doing. Visual reminders play 
important part teaching children know 
and love God. Many practices taught the

first grade will remain with the children all 
their lives. good example this the brief 
meditation the crucifix. The teacher can 
talk briefly the children simple, but 
forceful language, about the Crucifixion. The 
children are making pictures their own 
minds the scene. the end the talk, 
the teacher can say, “Now, because want 
know and love God, are going think 
about Him every day, and, while looking 
the crucifix for just one minute, shall 
think something about Him or, better still, 
say something Him without moving our 
lips.” When the minute up, the teacher can 
use her own ingenuity getting from the 
children what they thought what they said 
while looking the crucifix. The response may 
be, first, little disappointing, but the 
teacher makes this daily practice, the grace 
God will the rest. Her own heart must 
this little practice and she, too, must 
look the crucifix conscious the many eyes 
glancing her. These children are raising their 
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hearts and minds God; they are making 
short meditation. They are learning think 
religion, which the best preparation for 
life that can give the children. 

good thing sometimes, just before 
the prayers opening the morning and afternoon 
sessions, have little exercise realizing 
the presence God. The question reverently 
asked, “Who this room?” may bring 
forth the answer, “God!” moment’s perfect 
silence repetition the words, “God 
here!” may bring about the desired end. 

Besides mental prayer there are other means 
forming the child’s mind basic concepts 
the truths his religion. Dramatization 
perhaps the most appealing the child him- 
self. 


The Power Dramatization 


From the earliest times, the Church has 
been interested presenting her mysteries 
the faithful through dramatization. The 
church, indeed, began the medieval theater, 
which was essentially religious, whose purpose 
was instruct the faithful the tenets 
their religion. There antipathy between 
the Church and dramatization. Because its 
traditional association with religion, has 
been excellent aid teaching this subject. 
Dramatization follows the nature the child. 
wants express himself. This his dra- 
matic real any other. Pro- 
gressive education always insisting teach- 
ing one use the natural instincts the 
child, sometimes wrongly so. But wise 
teacher who utilizes the child’s dramatic in- 
stinct her teaching, since, whatever the 
child learns doing, learns well. The child 
doesn’t forget the story Adam and Eve 
when has been Adam the serpent one 
the characters involved. Dramatization 
active participation self-activity the 
learner principle which our Lord, Himself, 
used His teaching. 

Dramatization all subjects then stimu- 
lating the child. likes it. But 
particularly the study religion 
valuable. The dramatic material embodied 
our the Bible, the lives the 
saints, the public acts devotion, the rosary 
and stations, vaster far, deeper far, and 
better than any other course, because deals 
with the origin, nature, and destiny man 
which the subject all good drama. 

The characters they meet religion class 
Adam, Noe, David —are strong and inter- 
est children. Just child comes from 


theater pretending Bing Crosby, 


should come from religion class thinking 
about the character. 

One chief objective dramatization the 
teaching religion help the child like 
home with our Lord, and our Lady, and St. 
Joseph make him walk with his religion, 
make living, moving thing. 


Tell the Story 


You, the teacher, must know the story 
well and make clear the children before 
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they begin. You must constant guide 
the actual doing the dramatization, keeping 
well ordered, helping him direction, 
etc. still letting him use his own words and 
not making perfection objective all. The 
object not artistic presentation but 
valuable experience for the child. 

Here valuable means keeping the 
spirit the season and even the Mass 
the day; for example, Pentecost, drama- 
tize story which the Holy Ghost answers 
the prayers the children telling them 
some things do—help mother with the 
dishes, stay away from the water, pray 
our Lady. The Holy Ghost would real 
character little boy concealed the cloak- 
room, with the other characters the front 
the room waiting for the inspirations.

understandable; those who have not tried 
it, perhaps they seem impractical. prove 
those who are skeptical its value, let 
take example the procedure the story 
the Finding the Temple. 


Choose Characters 


First tell the children the story, then walk 
through with them, that is, giving them the 
idea what they are say and showing 
them the manner and the direction.

Children Supply Lines 


Everyone the room must thinking hard 
about the story. You might begin the dramati- 
zation with our Lady and some other women 
(coming from the left side the front the 
room) arriving the place where they are 
meet the men. Keep our Lady the center 
the group and tell her very sweet and 
kind the other women. Tell them have 
little conversation about the feast, how good 
out the city, how tired they are, 
something which they imagine.

“Where did stop yesterday?” very 
effective way reviving the keenest interest. 
Interest the touchstone. Fulton Sheen 
says: “You can tell child story hundred 
times and never grows weary. ‘Do again,’ 
says.” Whatever interests the pupils should 
stressed; whatever awakens 
should discarded immediately. 

make meaning clearer, will show 
what can done with the story “Our 
Lord Blessing Little Children.” 


Blessing the Children 

Tell the little ones very simple words 
how our Lord loves all—how, when 
was earth, loved everyone whom 
spoke who spoke Him, but there were 
some whom seemed love better than 
others, and among these were little children, 
such they are now. 
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Make the story real them repetition, 
actions, and pictures: 

Our Lord used lay His hands the 
heads little children who came Him, 
who were carried Him their mother’s 
arms. Our Lord used say prayer over 
them and bless them. 

talking with the children, bring out that 
our Lord the same today was then 
that wants them near Him now, 
did then that very soon they will have Him 
closer them than has yet 
will come into their hearts the day their 
First Communion. 

Keeping Christ between the covers 
textbook exactly what do, unless 
teach Christ constantly words, actions, and 
everything else say and teachers. The 
chief reason for our existence 
teachers that teach Christ. course, 
the old axiom always holds, that one can 
give what he, himself, does not possess. 
teach Christ fact teach Him 
all— must known very intimately 
the teacher. Where will she obtain this knowl- 
edge? from Christ, Himself, the teacher 
learns how and what teach. From the Sacri- 
fice the Mass she offers each morning 
union with the other members the Mys- 
tical Body, she learns how love Christ and 
His little ones. The Mass called the school 
the spiritual life where the Divine Teacher 
imparts His knowledge all who offer the 
Holy Sacrifice His heavenly Father. Since 
religion love God and neighbor, here 
the first place learn religion. 


Preparation for Teaching 


Besides offering the Mass, the teacher 
should read and reread Holy Scripture. 
the New Testament that find the Divine 
Teacher giving lessons the best peda- 
gogical methods. Walk with Him, talk with 
Him, and above all, love Him. Prayer and 
contemplation also play important part 
making religion live. All religious orders have 
time designated for this purpose and this 
invaluable aid the teaching religion 
which cannot neglected. these days 
hustle and bustle, too little time devoted 
the reading spiritual books, but would 
like suggest just few that will aid the 
teacher her quest for making religion come 
alive. Marmion’s Christ Life the Soul, 
Christ His Mysteries, Adam’s Christ, Our 
Brother, Vonier’s Christianus, Wesseling’s 
Liturgy and Life, and Goodier’s Life Christ. 

Last, but not least, would suggest that 
the teacher prepare herself entering into 
the habit intelligent, devout participation 
the liturgical life the Church. With the 
Church, she will celebrate the Incarnation and 
Resurrection Christ, living with Christ and 
His mysteries throughout the year. this 
way, she will learn know and love Christ, 
and loving Him she will impart this love 
the little ones whom has given her. 

Thus, with this privilege teaching Christ’s 
little ones comes serious obligation doing 
more than just teaching the catechism. The 
children are made God minded.

Administration Facilities

Usually area equal class- 
room will provide adequate room for ele- 
mentary school administration suite.

The Classrooms 


Elementary school classrooms should 
sufficient size accommodate class 
forty pupils and necessary equipment desir- 
able for proper instruction. The area the 
room can computed the basis 
square feet per pupil. The width classrooms 
should not greater than twice the height 
from the floor ceiling afford adequate 
lighting the inner wall the room. Widths 
feet are the generally accepied 
standards for classrooms. Rooms wider than 
feet will prove costly construct, espe- 
cially multistoried building. room 
feet wide with eleven-foot ceiling height 
the most economical and practical school unit 
for general use. 

The length the regular classrooms where 
children are seated formally fixed places 
should not greater than feet; otherwise 
the problems and demonstrations the front 
wall blackboard will difficult see.

Light colors, with consideration for the orien- 
tation the rooms, will make much lighter 
and more pleasant classroom.

One toilet and lavatory 
will suffice, there should need for 
separating the sexes this age level. The 
toilet facilities, course, would used pri- 
vately and individually the children the 
same manner the bathroom home. The 
toilet fixtures should diminutive size. 

Open shelves available the pupils may 
installed under the windows. Compartments 
can provided for each pupil desired. 

Corkboard and writing boards should 
provided least two walls. Colors and 
decoration should light and interesting 
the children. The floor, where much the 
activities take place, should linoleum 
asphalt tile other similar material. The de- 
sign the floor can enhance the appearance 
the room well provide patterns for 
games and instruction.

The School Library 


parochial school having eight more 
classrooms should have library room least 
the size classroom. The size the room 
should large enough accommodate full 
size class computed the basis about 
square feet per pupil. Open bookshelves not 
more than six feet high, with adjustable 
shelves, should installed against the inside 
walls the room. The number volumes 
provided the library will determined 
the size the school.

The Gymnasium 

Every elementary school should have 
gymnasium. Physical education 
part education, and the objectives should 
educational and designed improve the 
health and physical well-being all the 
pupils. Gymnasiums feet size with

most elementary schools. The gym should 
light, airy room with windows one more 
sides.

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The Auditorium 


The value auditorium connection 
with the parochial school and parish activities 
well recognized. 

The size the auditorium will deter- 
mined the size the school and the parish 
requirements. The size the room can 
computed the basis seven square feet 
per seat. The length the auditorium should 
not much greater than twice the width. 
Auditoriums should located the ground 
level first floor, accessible the pupils 
and also available for public use. The build- 
ing exit code the National Fire Prevention 
Association should followed planning the 
room. The acoustics auditorium should 
receive careful attention when planning the 
room. For most seating 
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not more than 750—the omission bal- 
cony recommended. The projection booth 
has become outmoded with the advent the 
16mm. noninflammable films and can elim- 
inated new auditoriums. 

The stage should not skimped dimen- 
sions. least feet depth should al- 
lowed from the proscenium arch the back 
wall. greater depth desirable. The width 
the stage should consistent with the 
width the auditorium. 

The use inflammable stage settings and 
curtains should discouraged, even mod- 
ern fireproof school stages. The curtains should 
limited cyclorama, front draw curtain, 
and two drops, all fireproofed. For the sake 
safety and the elimination fire hazards, 
space for storage scenery should 
provided.

CELEBRATES DIAMOND JUBILEE 


Brother Denis Edward, F.S.C., Ph.D., inspector 
schools the Baltimore province the 
Brothers the Christian Schools, celebrated his 
diamond jubilee Ammendale, Md., recently.

Jersey City principal St. Mary’s School, 
and later St. Ann’s School, Philadelphia. Much 
later his life was serve similar 
capacity the Central Catholic High School, 
Pittsburgh. 

1911, Brother Edward assumed the presi-. 
dency Salle College Philadelphia, and 
injected new life into that venerable institution 
with the celebration its golden jubilee 1912. 
his invitation, Dr. Frank Graves, later 
commissioner education for the state New 
York, began his series lectures the history 
education which later were form the basis 
for his volumes this topic. all these 
paid tribute the aid given Brother 
Denis Edward presenting the Catholic theory 
education. 

Brother Denis Edward was destined make 
several European visits which added his knowl- 
edge the work the Brothers abroad.

RURAL LIFE CONFERENCE 
DISCUSSES EDUCATION 


The National Catholic Rural Life Conference 
held its annual convention Green Bay, Wis., 
Oct. 11-15. The philosophy the rural life 
movement was well expressed Most Rev.

Farming Way Life 


Most Rev. Stanislaus Bona, bishop Green 
Bay, celebrated the pontifical Mass this first 
full convention the Conference since the be- 
ginning the war.

After further development this topic, the 
Archbishop says:

the primitive hornbook was made 
thin piece wood about five inches long and 
three inches wide with sheet paper pasted 
one side.

1647 colonial law was passed decreeing 
that all children school age should taught 
read. This iegislation presented our colo- 
nial forebears new problem since text- 
books could found throughout the various 
colonies. True enough, hornbooks had been 
wide use the Old World from the begin- 
ning the sixteenth century and possibly 
few had been stowed away those first 
possessions brought America. 

Then some New England paterfamilias, 
fired with ambition for the education youth, 
must have come vision that enabled him 
find means whereby hornbooks could 
produced America because they were pro- 
duced such quantity meet the popular 
demand. 

Like much our merchandise, hornbooks 
were produced three scales manufacture: 
they could purchased cheap product 
plain but solid manufacture, even 
luxury model, befitted the whims and 
pocketbooks parents.
